HILO, Island of Hawaii, Sept. 
26.—The severest earthquake with- 
in the memory of residents here 
shook the western part of Hawaii 
early last night, destroying build- 
ings and walls. 

Dwellers, already frightened at 
the prospect of eruptions from 
nearby volcanoes, rushed for the 
open. 

A seismograph on the western 
shore of the island was ruined by 
the violence of the temblor. 

The violent seismological dis- 
turbance followed an announce- 
ment by Dr. Thomas A. Jaggar, 
volcanologist, that the numerous 
earthquakes which Western Ha- 
waii has been experiencing in the 
last two days presaged eruptions 
of the three large volcanoes in this 
vicinity. 

In the 24-hour period preceding 
Dr.. Jaggar’s announcement about 
150 tremors were felt in the re- 
gion of Kona. The temblors became 
less frequent but more violent yes- 
terday.

Gray, official meteorologist, said 
this afternoon, 

“If the storm now moves west- 
ward,” Gray said. “The center 
will pass over Miami or slightly 
south of Miami, giving the city 
the maximum intensity of the 
storm. 

“If it had moved due westward 
from its former location its center 
would have passed north of Miami 
placing Miami on the left-hand 
side of the storm, which is consid- 
ered less dangerous. It is not 
known when or whether the storm 
will move westward. Reports re- 
ceived up to 2 p. m. and condi- 
tions prevailing at Miami did not 
indicate its future course.” 

The approximate center of the 
storm was fixed by Gray as “‘more 
than 100 miles east,” in the vicinity 
of the northerly Berry Islands,: 
some miles west of Great Stirrup 
Key and north of Andros Island. 

Gray’s latest statement followed

Kelker said it was a legal ques- 
tion he could not answer with au- 
thority but in his opinion this is 
what would happen: Upon the ex- 
piration of the franchise the city’s 
right to collect the mill tax would 
cease. the city might order the cars 
stopped or the tracks removed but 
the company would refuse and 
would apply for an injunction and 
then would go to the Public Serv- 
ice Commission and obtain a cer- 
tificate of convenience and neces- 
sity under which it could operate.

carried sobbing and “pr eaming 
from tbe building. 

The five women and seven men, 
who had heard three weeks of tes- 
timony concerning Mrs. Pantages’ 
alleged intoxicated condition at the 
time of the collision June 16 and 
the subsequent death of Juro Ro- 
kutnoto, found her criminally re- 
sponsible within 28 hours after the 
case had been placed in _ their 
hands 

Superior Judge Carlos Hardy set 
Z p. m. tomorrow, for pronounce- 
ment of sentence, which is fixed by 
California law at from one to 10 
years, He reieased the woman un- 
der a $50,000 bond posted prior to 
the trial pending action on motions 
for probation and a new trial which 
defense counsel prornised. 


Pantages Weeps In Court. 


Alexander T. Pantages, husband 
of the convicted woman, who him- 
self faces trial next Tuesday on 
two charges brought by Eunice 
Pringle, a young dancer, wept dur- 
ing the closing of the trial. The 
multi-millionaire vaudeville im- 
presario was unable to help his 
wife out of the court room after 
she became hysterical and fell at 
his feet. 

One of the outgrowths of -the 
trial was the beginning of contempt 
of court proceedings against the 
Rev. Dr. R. P. Shuler, pastor of 
Trinity Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, in Los Angeles, and 
the Rev. Gustav Briegleb, anoth- 
er pastor here. 

The Rev. Dr. Shuler and the Rev. 
Mr. Briegleb were accused of de- 
liberately casting reflections upon 
the integrity of the jury which 
convicted Mrs. Pantages. At the 
time the jury was selected the Rev. 
Dr. Shuler, in a speech broadcast 
by the radio station of his church, 
allegedly said the jury was “hung” 
before the taking of testimony had 
begun and that he could name the 
man who would “hang” it. Dr. 
Briegleb was accused of having 
made similar statements from his 
pulpit in St. Paul's Presbyterian 
Chureonh. 


Judge Hardy yesterday ordered 
the two ministers to appear Mon- 
day to show cause why they should 
not be adjudged in contempt. The 
county grand jury previously had 
censured the pastors. Shuler him- 
self, when called upon by Judge 
Hardy for an explanation, declared 
he had based his remarks not upon 
direct information but upon re- 
ports. 
A Compromise Verdict. 

Jurors expressed astonishment 
that insinuations had been made 
they would not reach a _ verdict. 
They said five ballots had been 
taken, with the majority favoring 
conviction of murder in the second 
degree from the first, and only one 
voting for acquittal. When a com- 
promise on manslaughter was pro- 
posed no difficulty was  experi- 
enced. Ira F. Gay. the juror 
against whom the pastors launched 
their attack, declared he would not 
comment. “But I was not the de- 
fense juror.” he said. 


Joseph Ford. defense attorney. 
said every effort would be made 
to obtain probation or a new trial!

were met in these two moves the 
verdict would be appealed to the 
highest court. 

District Attorney Buron Fitts,

““TALK VIOLENTLY 
ANTI-BRITISH” 


Declares Sinister Purpose 
to Wreck Negotiations 
Was Apparent in Atmos- 
phere of Conference.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26. 
Drew Pearson, now of the Wash- 
ington staff of the Baltimore Sun, 
who covered the Geneva naval 
arms conference for several pa- 
pers in 1927, told the Senate’s In- 
vestigating Committee this after- 
noon that William B. Shearer, big 
navy propagandist, mingled freely 
and on friendly terms with Amer- 
ican naval experts at the confer- 
ence, some of whom were described 
by Pearson as being obviously in 
sympathy with Shearer’s views. 

Replying to searching questions 
b’ Senator Alien, himself a news- 
paper man, Pearson said that a 
sinister purpose to wreck the ne- 
gotiations was apparent in the at- 
mosphere of the conference, 

Pearson testified that he had 
been in newspaper work 15 years, 
having been a correspondent in 
China, Japan, Australiaand various 
European countries. He attended 
the Geneve. naval conference of 
1927, asrepresentative ofthe Japan 
Advertiser, an American-owned pa- 
per in Tokio, the Consolidated 
Press and the Washington Star. 
Reported In Luxurious Apartment. 

He saw Shearer the day after 
he (Pearson) arrived at the con- 
ference. It was common gossip, 
he said, that Shearer had a luxuri- 
ous apartment in a fashionable 
quarter of. Geneva. One of the first 
things he “heard was that “Shear- 
er is in town.’ 

He saw Shearer nearly every day. 

“He was a good mixer,” said 
Pearson. 

‘Mixer of what?” asked Chair- 
man Shortridge, and everybody 
laughed. 

Pearson said his own duties were 
to get “exclusive news of the con- 
ference.’ He sent a dala, cable- 
gram about the sessions. 

Senator Alien called his atten- 
tion to an article written by Pear- 
son from Geneva, in whick Pearson 
told of the dissemination of violent 
anti-British propaganda by an 
American at the conference, 

Pearson described Shearer as a 
“flashily dressed gentleman, who 
was active in mingling with news- 
paper men.” He learned he said, 
that Shearer had also attended the 
preparatory sessions or the confer- 
ence. 


Violently Anti-British, 

Sfiearer, he said, had a letter 
from the New York Daily News, 
which got him admission to the 
press room. Shearer was always 
violently anti-British and openly 
declared that the conference should 
not be allowed to succeed. He 
called himself a “big bass drum” 
engaged in drumming up sentiment 
for a big navy. 

Pearson said Shearer purported 
to be a representative of the 
D. A. R. and the Native Sons of 
California. 

Moreover, said Pearson, it was 
generally accepted among newspa- 
per men that Shearer represented 
the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Co. 

Mingled With the Experts. 

He said that Shearer gave out 
handouts to newspaper men and 
mingled with the experts at the 
conference. The experts, he said, 
spoke freely in Shearer’s presence. 

Allen sought to learn exactly 
what were Shearer's relations with 
the delegation. 

Pearson said he often saw Shear- 
er in the hotel lounge with mem- 
bers of the American delegation, 
and sometimes he (Pearson) was 
invited to sit down with them. He 
was asked to tell the trend ef the 
conversations.

12% years, as is the case with the 
proposed issue, were unattractive.

BANKER WAGGONER UNABLE 
TO OBTAIN $100,000 BAIL 


NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Charles 
D. Waggoner, Telluride, (Colo.) 
banker, charged with defrauding 
six New York banks of $500,000 
was in the Federal House of De- 
tention today in default of $100,- 
000 bail. 

The bank president arrived 
from Cheyenne, Wyo. yesterday 
and was arraigned before Federal 
Judge T. Blake Kennedy, Cheyen- 
ne, who is sitting bere as a visit- 
ing judge. 

The indictment charged Wag- 
goner with using the mails to de- 
fraud by sending forged  tele- 
graphic money transfer orders 
directing the six banks to place 
amounts totaling $500,000 to the 
credit of the Telluride Bank. 

Waggoner watched the proceed- 
ings calmly and showed no con- 
cern at the amount of bail fixed 
or failure to obtain it.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Sen- 
ator Borah (Rep.) Idaho, in a re- 
markable speech in the Senate to- 
day, took note of the statement 
issued the other day by President 
Hoover in favor of the flexible 


tariff provisions, and called on the 
President since he had “put his 
hand to the plow,” to go further 
and make public his attitude 
toward the rate provisions of the 
pending bill. 

“I ask from ‘the floor of the 
Senate,” said Borah with great 
solemnity, “that the President ad- 
vise this body and advise the coun- 
try whether he approves of the 
industrial schedules of the bill.” 

He asked the ’President to say 
especially what he thought of the 
proposed duties on shoes and on 
“cement, pig iron and other mat- 
ters which increase the profits of 
the steel] corporation.” 

He asked if the President were 
satisfied with the duties on farm 
products, and’ whether or not he 
felt that the bill met the pledges 
of the Republican party in the last 
campaign. 

Reductions in Order. 

Senator Borah first recalled the 
circumstances under which the 
law of 1922 was enacted. He said 
the law was passed-with the design 
of holding the prices of manufac- 
tured goods as nearly to the war 
level as practicable. He added that 
duties jwere based upon war time 
conditions and that it was thor- 
oughly understood that the great- 
est task of the tariff commission 
would be to reduce the duties as 
conditions changed. 

“What reductions have been 
made?” asked Borah. “What re- 
lief has been given to the consum- 
ers of the country under a law en- 
acted at a time when there was 
practically a condition of war? To 
my mind, the record is one which 
condemns the Tariff Commission if 
we are to regard its operations as 
having anything whatever to do 
with the question of reducing tar- 
iff rates. 

“I take the position that not a 
single reduction of any moment 
whatever has been brought about 
or been recommended by the Tar- 
ifff Commission; that not 1 cent of 
the tremendous burden laid upon 
the consumers of this country by 
reason of conditions under which 
the tariff was enacted has been 
lifted by the action of the Tariff 
Commission during these seven 
years.”’ 

Assails Tariff Commission. 
Borah detailed the reductions 
made in seven years to show they 
were inconsequential, including 
such things as the reduction of the 
duty on Bob White quail. 

He denounced the idea of turn- 
ing the taxing power of the coun- 
try over to a commission “on the 
inside of whose chamber the pub- 
lic will seldom be permitted to 
look.” 

“T cannot conceive of a more se- 
rious proposition,” he added, “than 
that of giving the rate making 
power, the tax-levying power, to a 
small coterie oi men, working be- 
hind closed doors, subject to the 
tortuous metheds which sre now 
revealed by one of the members of 
the commission itself.

of a permit instead of a franchise 
did not diminish the Public Serv- 
ice Commission's jurisdiction; but 
he failed to mention that the city’s 
power to withdraw a permit could 
be used to compel the company to 
deal with the city on the matter 
of fares and service. 

On this point, Detroit's expert- 
ences, as related by Mayor Lodge, 
farmer Mayor Couzens, former 
Gov. Groesbeck, and numerous 
others, contradicts Clarke's ex- 
pressed opinion. They have all de- 
scribed in the Post-Dispatch how 
the city, determining to grant no 
more franchises, issued revocable 
permits instead, under which the 
city has continued for years to reg- 
ulate fares and service of ali the 
public utilities operating inside the 
city. According to Mayor Lodge, 
President Nagle of the City Coun- 
cil and Supervising Auditor Mor- 
gan, the State Public Utilities Com- 
mission has never interfered with 
the city’s right to exercise control 
under the permit system. The sys- 
tem, it will be recalled, was in- 
augurated by Couzens, after the 
United States Supreme Court had 
unequivocally held that the city 
had power, at any time following

the expiration of a franchise, to 
evict the utility from the streets. 

In the discussion Kelker said a 
franchise is needed to establish the 
credit of the company, and that 
its ability to borrow money to 
finance improvements and exten- 
sions would depend on the terms of 
the franchise. 

This financing argument was one 
of those mentioned by Detroit au- 
thorities in interviews with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “ 

“It’s the same old bunk,” de- 
clared former Gov, Groesbeck. 
“For years tney tried to work it on 
us. No matter what anybody says, 
the fact remains that it has been 
demonstrated here in .Detroit for 
years that public utility corpora- 
tions can get all the capita] they 
need for legitimate purposes, not 
only when their franchises have ex- 
pired, but when everybody knows 
they are not going to be renewed. 
I am surprised to hear they are 8e- 
riously pulling that old chestnut on 
the people of St. Louis.’ ’ 

It was suggested by Commission- 
er Claude B. Ricketts that to save 
time Kelker’s engineer firm should 
proceed to draft the proposed con- 
tract ordinance franchise and be 
ready to report upon it at the Oct. 
10 meeting. When there was no ob- 
jection, Chairman Russell ordered 
that this be done, although the 
commission had. not voted upon the 
question of approving the princi- 
ples of the ordinance recommended 
by Kelker. 

Kelker Vs. Buz Profit Record.. 
Discussing his recommendation 
for bus and street car co-ordina- 
tion, Kelker said the bus company 
was not in a profitable condition 
and that it had been promoted by 
bus manufacturers who were more 
interested in their profits from the 
sale of busses than from operation 
of the company. 

The People’s Motor Bus Co. is 
now controlled by the Internationa] 
Utilities Corporation of Maryland, 
which paid $1,750,000 for the in- 
terests of John Hertz of Chicago, 
and has no connection with bus 
manufacturing. Net profits of the 
company for the year 1928 were 
$115,430, as shown by the com- 
pany’s statement to stockholders.

the city’s only escape from State 
regulation during the 50 years 
would be municipal ownership 
through purchase by the city of the 
company’s property. 

The franchise, following the rec- 
ommended terms, would give the 
St. Louis Public Service Co., the 
right to operate any rapid transit 
facilities St. Louis might construet 
in the life of the franchise, through 
provisions for co-operation of rapid 
transit facilities and unification of 
operation. 


The text of the franchise recom- 
mendation is published elsewhere 
in this issue of the Post-Dispatch. 


To Co-ordinate Bus Service. 


The bus plan conemplates an op- 
erating agreement between the 
Public Service Co. and the Peo- 
ple’s Motor Bus Co., in lieu of 
actual consolidation described as 
probably impracticable, for the 
principal purposes of eliminating 
“wasteful duplication of service,” 
and providing faster express service 
to outlying points by means of 
the more flexible busses. 


Bus and Car Service. Compared. 
In the report on bus gservice, 


which is called a preliminary re« 
port, the engineers say: 

“The competition between bus 
ann street railway lines is caus- 
ing wasteful duplication of service 
in many sections of the city with 
the result that these sections are 
over-served while other sections are 
either under-served or ar without 
any convenient means of public 
transportation. 


“This wasteful competition 
makes it necessary for both the 
street car company and the bus 
company to operate more cars and 
busses than are required to meet 
the traffic demands during the 
non-rush hours of the day and eve- 
ning, in order to provide a rea- 
sonable headway (time 
between cars and busses).”’ 


Under these conditions, the re- 
port says, the bus company does 
not provide adequate service during 
the rush hours, the increase over 
non-rush hours being less than 80 
per cent, while the street car com- 
pany’s rush-hour service is three 
times that of non-rush hours. This 
peak load on the street cars is de- 
scribed as-tremendous Kelker says 
it is not equaled or surpassed by 
any other street railway in the 
country. The report says this con- 
dition has a direct bearing on the 
rate of fare. 


The street cars are credited by 
Kelker with handling more than 
twice aS many passengers per car 
mile as the busses do per bus mile 
and with maintaining an average 
speed as fast as that of the busses. 

Express Busses Suggested. 

“In peneral,” the report says, 
“the traffic carried by the busses 
is long-haui traffic between the 
Outlying districts and the Grand 
boulevard and downiown districts. 
Because of the flexibility of the 
busses they could be used tc advan- 
tage to provide express service be- 
tween the outlying districts and 
the downtown district. making no 
stops for passengers (except at 
Grand boulevard) in a zune circum- 
scribed by a circle having a radius 
of about three miler. centered at 
Third street and Washington ave- 
nue. Within this sone the streét 


cars would provide the service ex- 
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1cepting where the volume of local 
traffic on certzin bus routes neces- 
sitated the operation of a local bus 
service.” 

In co-ordinating cus and strect 
car service and unifying the «pera- 
tion, the report recommends the 


jinterchange of transfers between 
the Public Service Co and People's 
Motor Bus Co. at certain intersec- 
tions. ' 

Kelker recommended — substitu- 
tion of faster and more comforta- 
ble single-deck busses in express 
service for the present double-deck 
type as rapidly as it could be done 
economically.

OLLOWING is the tert of the report of Kelker, DeLeuw ¢ 
Co., consulting engincers, made to the Transportation Sur- 
yesterday, 


recommending that the city 


grant a new 50-year franchise to the Public Service Company in the 


form of a “contract ordinance”: 


Complying with the instruc- 
tions of your commission we 
hand you herewith for your con- 
sideration the following memo- 
randum on the fundamental 
principles of a service-at-cost 
ordinance. 

Preliminary Considerations. 


In nearly every large city the 
enormous increase in individual 
transportation units (private 
automobiles) and the increase 
in other competing transporta- 
tion agencies has seriously af- 
fected the traffic on street rail- 
way lines in a two-fold manner: 
(1) The annual increase in rev- 
enue passengers (where there 
has been such increase) is ata 
decreasing rate, and (2) Most of 
the increase in traffic has been 
during the rush hours and has 
materially increased the cost of 
providing service. 

In order to secure a reasona- 
ble return on the investment. at 
a rate of fare satisfactory to the 
public, operating companies fre- 
quently find it necessary to cut 
the nonrush hour service to the 
minimum, In doing this, how- 
ever, they may find that there 
is a limit beyond which the non- 
rush hour service cannot be re- 
luced without losing traffic, and 
hence they are obliged to op- 
erate cars in excess of the traf- 
fic demands during 18 of the 
24 hours of the day. 

Cities must have adequate 
transportation facilities. The 
public must be provided with 
good service which should in- 
clude a reasonable headway 
(time interval between cars) at 
all hours of the day and night, 
and a reasonable rate of fare. 
And the investors must receive 
a proper return on their invest- 
ment. 

In large cities street railways 
and the service they provide 
will be indispensable for many 
years to come regardless of the 
traffic losses they suffer  be- 
cause of private automobiles 
and other competing modes of 
transportation. The question 
then arises as to how street rail- 
ways, in view of changing con- 
ditions, are to (1) Provide sat- 
isfactory city-wide transporta- 
tion facilities; (2) Furnish the 
quality of service desired by the

public; and (3) Provide a suita- 
ble return to investors. 

There may be other solutions 
of the question, but after care- 
ful study and consideration we 
have come to the conclusion 
that the best procedure for the 
City of St. Louis is to propose 
a “contract ordinance” based 
upon the following principles: 
(1) Service at Cost, (2) City 
Purchase, (3) Local Control, (4) 
Term Franchise. 

Service at Cost. 

The Company should be al- 
lowed to charge the following 
items to the cost of service: (a) 
Operating expenses, including 
taxes, (b) Payments into au- 
thorized reserve funds, (c) A 
fixed return on the initial capi- 
tal value (City Purchase Price). 
(d) A return,equivalent to the 
cost of money for extensions 
and additions, (e) Compensa- 
tion to the City, and (f) Com- 
pensation to the Company. 

Any surplus. remaining after 
the payment of above charges. 
shall be paid into a barometer 
fund provided by the ordinance. 
and any deficits shall be paid 
by withdrawals therefrom. 

City Purchase, 

The initial capital value plus 
net additions hereto should be 
the purchase price of the prop- 
erty, if acquired by the city or 
its permittee. 

The city should have the 
right to purchase by making 
payment in cash and securities 
of the company, less the cash in 
any reserves which the city may 
elect to exclude from the pur- 
chase. The par value of any 
bonds retired through the oper- 
ation of sinking funds shall be 
deducted from the purchase 
price. 

Compensation received by the 
city may be used (1) to acquire 
any: bonds represented in the 
initial capital value; (2) to pur- 
chase any extension bonds at 
par On issue; and (3) to com- 
mute fares by paying any defi- 
cits arising from operation into 
the barometer fare fund, or by 
any other agreed method, 

Local Control. 

The ordinance should give to 
the City the most complete con- 
trol that is permitted by the 
City Charter and by the statutes 
of the State. 

The City and Company by 
agreement should fix the fol- 
lowing items for insertion in or- 
dinance, subject to such appro- 
val by the Missouri Public Utili- 
ties Commission as may be re- 
quired by law: 

1. Initial capital value. 
2. Initial rates of fare.

3. Initial percentages of 
gross receipts to be paid into 
Such reserve funds as may be 
established by the ordinance. 

4. The ordinance’ should 
provide for a Transit Com- 
missioner, to be appointed by 
the Mayor, with the advice 
and consent of the Board of 
Aldermen; such Commission- 
er.to have general supervision 
over the operation and ac- 
counting of the Company. 
The jurisdiction of the Com- 
missioner to be confined to 
such property as the City may 
have the right to purchase 
under the ordinance. 

5. The ordinance’ should 
contain provisions relating to 
co-ordination of the city and 
suburban services furnished 
by the Company. 

Term of Franchise, 

The term of the franchise 
should be the maximum pro- 
vided by the City Charter with 
such provisions for renewal of 
the franchise as may be pro- 
vided by the Charter, so as to 
offer the maximum security to 
the investors in the _ property 
and thus insure the ability of 
the company to finance. ade- 
quate transportation facilities 
at the minimum cost. 

Other Provisions, 

The ordinance should provide 
for the co-ordination of exist- 
ing transportation facilities and 
for the operation as u part of 
a unified system of any rapid 
transit facilities built and fi- 
nanced wholly or in part by the 
city. 

The ordinance should be ter- 
minable (1) In the event that 
the City elects to exercise its 
option to purchase, or (2) In 
the event that the City desig- 
nates a permittee to purchase. 

Service is the fundamental 
requirement. We believe that 
an ordinance based upon the 
foregoing principles will insure 
good service, as well as fair 
return to the invehtors. It will 
also give the City the finan- 
cial as well as the legal power 
to purchase the property of the 
Company should the City wish 
to exercise this power.

Meanwhile, other planes were 
converging toward the region over 
which the missing aviators had 
flown. It was expected at lcast 12 
planes soon would be engaged in 
the search.

The two. missing planes were said 
to have carried a supply of food 
sufficient to last to the end of 
October, and game is reported to 
be abundant in the region where 
they were lost. 

The exploring company also has

FOURTH BOMB ATTACK 
ON CHICAGO GARAGE 


Emil Denemark Harassed by 
Extortionists—Child Seri- 
ously Hurt. 


By the Associated Press, 
CHICAGO, Sept. 26. — Emil 


Denemark, wealthy automobile 
dealer and sportsman who in re- 
cent years has been the victiin of 
bombers, kidnapers, robbers and 
firebugs, experienced his fourth 
bombing early today. 

A black powder bomb exploded 
at the rear entrance of his garage 


and salesroom at Ogden and 
Springfield avenues. A 4-year-old 
child, asleep at home a block 
away, was seriously hurt when the 
force of the. explosion shook a 
heavy plaque from the wall, the 
plaque striking the child on the 
head. 

Thrice before the salgsroom has 
been bmbed. Two years ago a 
Negro janitor lost a leg in one 
of the bomb explosions. Once the 
Denemark home in Oak Park was 
bombed. 

Mrs, Denemark owns a string of 
race horses, including Frances and 
Blackwood, the latter winner of 
the $25,000 Lincoln Fields Handi- 
cap early this month. Six thor- 
Oughbreds were destroyed some- 
time ago when the Denemark 
stables burned. 

A year ago Denemark was kid- 
naped and held several days for 
ransom. When he was released he 
declined to discuss the abduction 
or say how much, if any, ransom 
was paid. In one holdup he re- 
ported the loss of $25,000 in cash 
and jewels and in another he lost 
$2500. A police officer, on guard 
at the Denemark home, also was 
held up during the second holdup. 

Shortly after the bombing of his 
Oak Park home in February, 1927. 
Denemark’s Negro chauffeur Was 
slain. 

The total damage done by the 
three salesrooin bombings was es- 
timated at more than $20,000. The 
salesroom is also headquarters for 
Radio Station WEDC, owned by 
Denemark. 

A year ago Denemark headed a 
syndicate negotiating for the pur- 
chase of the Arlington race track. 
It was stated then that Terry 
Druggan and Frankie Lake, Chi- 
cago beer runners, were behind a 
plan to gain control of the track.

A second bombing early today 
occurred at the C. W. Cramer 
Bakery on North Halsted street.

As has been told, the affairs of 
the Dimond Motor Sales Co., have 
been known to be in a tangled state 
for some time. More than a month 
ago the banks announced that they 
were studying the situation in an 
effort to recover the money lent, 
if possible. 

Later the three banks joined 
with the Goodrich Rubber Co. in 
the first legal step against the 
company, an application for a re- 
ceiver.

£3,000,000 ($14,520,000) and which 
since the beginning of the year,

For several weeks market au- 
thorities had been anticipating 
such a rise and considerable un- 
certainty existed every week until 
ecch Thursday it was decided to 
keep the rate unchanged. 

Business experts say the rise will 
be a handicap to trade and indus- 
try, but the authorities think it is 
necessary to attract to London 
some of the gold which has been 
drifting away.

The War Department bill was 
over on Secretary Good by the genera 
just a few days after his induction into 
office. It authorizes the President 
to create draft boards in  peace-time 
to classify the registrants. it provides for 
the punishment ef objectors. and the ez- 
emption of these whose occupations the 
President “deems essential to the public in- 
terest.” 

The purpose of this bill. of course. is to 
have every man on his toes when the war 
siren shrieks. Furthermore, Dy empower- 
ing the President to conscript any regis- 
trant into service when he thinks the “na- 
tional interest” requires. the bili would 
provide useful means for suppressing 
strikes. Even the reactionary Chicagcsa 
Tribune wrote of itt: “There is much to be 
said for teaving the problem of fighting 
the next war to the generation that has te 
fight it.”
